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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the applicant's communication filed on 1 0/02/2003. 

2. Claims 1-28 are pending and presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/02/2003 and 10/28/2005 is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement has been placed in the application file and has been considered as to merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01. Claim 1, as written appears to have no steps and no result. The claim is lacking an 
essential element or feature shown how the cluster with media items is managed in a similar 
manner as the individual media item. 

Any claim not directly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph stands rejected 
due to its dependency. 
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6. Claims 2, 7, 17 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 recites the phrase "to cluster it" in line 1 1 ; claim 7 recites the phrase "to select it 
in 30, and claim 17 recites the phrase "to cluster it" in line 30. The pronoun "it" renders the 
claim indefinite because the pronoun is too vague, only what is referring by "it" should be in the 
claim. 

Claim 28 recites the limitation "the computer readable medium" in lines 34 and 35. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. The body of claim 1 doesn't appear to actually support the 
preamble by including a step or steps which accomplish the act of managing media items, 
wherein individual media items are provided with metadata. The claim appears to have no result. 
Therefore, the claim is non-statutory as not being produce a useful, concrete and tangible result. 

Claims 16-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter, specifically directed toward a functional descriptive material, per 
se. The independent claim 16 recites a device for managing media items comprises a definer for 
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providing individual media items ... and a grouper for clustering together individual media items 
and etc. The claim as written appears to be at best, functional descriptive material, per se. 
Function descriptive material must be on a computer readable medium to be statutory. However, 
the invention described in claim 16 is not recited as being embodied in a computer readable 
medium, therefore, it is not statutory. 

Any claim not directly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 stands rejected due to its 
dependency.
